Mr. John B. Atkinson spoke 
briefly on the same topic. Told 
of beginning to plant black wal- 
nuts more i ban twenty-five years 
ago, as bin first active work in 
forestry, one l.undred bushels of 
out* each vear, IB the bottom 
lands at irst. Later ioveati 
gated the question at to how 
long it Uken to grow a terest. 
Invfhtigated oak stamps and was 
sorprised to lind oue hundred 
years were reqoired to make an 
oak tree twelve inches in diamo- 
tor. Then louud it takes fifty 
yearn »o mske u tubp tree twelve 
iockes in diameter, and probably 
miietv year* for the hickory lo 
grow thi« siae. All these under 
natural forest conditions. He 
told of plantius many thousands 
of catalpa speciosa aud locusts 10 
Ibt past sever* 1 years and now ; 
6aid 00 Ilea wood does well here 
aud will be a valuuble timber for 
the future, on s otOB Bt of its rap 
id g-owth. Said thirty-eight 
years ago, when he came to Ken 
tuc.ky, the practice was to aban- 
doo Held* wheu they were worn 
eat growing corn and tobacco). 
Tbe St. Bernard company came 
ioto possession of quite a little 
of tin- .mi o( lauda. Sosne of it 
has been reolaimed. Said the 
land generally above the coal 
veins here was capable of grow- 
log most any thing.

Mr. Clayton addressed the 

meeting on strawberry cnltare. 
He raid the atrawberry was his 
first Inve, that he praised the 
bridge that took him over the 
stream He had been in poor 
health some years ago and turn- 
ed to fruit urowing. Said tlo- 
strawberry was the poor maa - 
friend; that quicker cash re- 
turns f'..iild be had from it than 
from any other fruit. He arew 
the Btfawberry llrst and added 
market gardening and Orchards,] 
with OtaWf Hin. ill fruit*. Ucj 
said an? bind that would grow J 
forty baftltab of corn to the 
acre nould produce itrawhartiea 
sncre-rfullv Would rather 
have a good slrawberrv grower 
a lib poor land than the best land 
with a poor grower. He i»Ud 
Kentucky wm nenr th« mi>rkct£ ; 
that ae liKVe more \ater front- 
age i hao any other state; that 
Kentucky has more miles of 
stone raada than any other ft ile 
in the union; and that there 
would be no trouble about mark- 
ets f jr tho farmer who lias »dv- 
thiac cood to aell. There must 
be potash iu the land to gro.« 
good 1-trn wherries, and «ome 
phosphorous i-< needed to be ad- 
ded fo the soil in Western Ken- 
tucky. Said hardwood ashes, 
auleached, have 10 to lit per 
cent of potash ; that sifted bito 
minous coal ashes have 4 to 44 L' 
per mat of potaob; the bard- 
wood ashes eowt $16 to $20 per 
ton, rite coal ashes only have to 
be aavad and used. Stable 
manure shoold not be used on 
strawberries because it con- 
tains many grabs, tbe arch 
enemy of the strawberry. They 
should bo planted on ground 
where the weeds and grass hud 
been killed out a* thoroughly aa 
possible; should be cultivated 
well for several years before be 
inu piloted in berries. Then 
system of cultivating between 
rows and mulching would keep 
them our. Use a cultivator and 
kill the weeds while they 
are a boroing. His crops 
average about $900 per an- 
num. Thought the Western 
K?nfocky lands shoald grow 
better crops than that. "No 
man ia far from market except 
the man wh*f has nothing to 
aell M He adviHed the abaudou 
laj of tobacco an ! the growing 
of rtrawberrie-, aaying "You 
ran rasie strawberries and 
health. Tou can raite tobacco 
and bell." 

Director KcClura oa C«ra. 
Director McClure spoke in the 
afternoon on "Corn and its Cul 
tivatiou '' He said seed corn 
should be sulectod ia the field 
and its environment carefully 
noticed, in order not to net, ears 
that were probably fertilized 
from stalkH that grew only nub- 
bins or inferior coin. Ile told 
bow aeed coru should be tested 
aim each ear proveu to be good, 
so thai none but that which ia 
full of vitality should be planted 
Believed iu a small crop well 
eoltivated rather than a town- 
ship badly tended. Said the 
motto should be "Not how much 
hut bow well." He never got a 
good ear of coru off a replant in 

bis life; replautsare only good 
for fodder and are a waate of 
time. Said the purpose of eulti- 
vatiag earn was to kill the weeda 
and conaerve tho moiatare. 
epekaof tke "zone of germina- 
tie*," tae first three inches of

In 
the highest of tho*» teachings thi* »c<htrwledgrnont reaobfd tBft $oh* at 
which lore for everything that Uvea was thuded and even the principle of 
returning good for eril; and this was partimilarly tauplit by the T.v>ist« 
and Bnddhista. 

In all the pre-Christian teachings lore waa congidered to be one 
of the virtues, bnt not what tha Christian teaching acknowledges it to be: 
uietaphyrically the foundation of everyUiLag; practically the sltprwiw law 
of hnman life — that in, tha law wjiich admits of no exception. 

The Crrristian teaching in its relation to all the ancient teaaAlng* W 
no new and special teaching; it to only a more clear and definite expres* 
sion of that foundation of human life which was felt and vaguely 
preached by previous religions. The Christian teaching is peculiar only 
in that, being the latest, H mote exactly and definitely expresses the 
■mm of the law of lore, and the guidance tor conduct inevitably foU 
lowing therefrom. 

So that the Chrktiaji tencliing of love is not ss in prrriout 
religious, merely the inculcation of a given vir- 
tue, but it is the definition of the supreme law of 
human life, and of the guidance for conduct inevitably 
reslilHhg thercfrotn. The teaching of Christ explains 
a by this law ie the raprcme law of human life, and it 
also points out the Hue of action a man must follow or 
avoid in conseouonee of his avowal of the truth of 
this teaching. 

Bnt the Christian leaching, in its real meaning, 
fcknowledgiiig the law of lore to be supreme, and its 
application in life to be exempt from any exception.-, 
by that acknowledgment rejected all violem-e and 
consequently could not help rejecting tho world's 
uhole organization, founded as it- is on violence.
